Gentlemen,—We, Your Committee on Reforestation, 
wish to report the following: 


We, Your Committee have visited the following School 
Reforestation Plots and recommend payment’ of the Fifty 
Dollars allotted by the County Council to the following 
School Sections namely: 

S. S. No. 12—Townsend—Wm. .E.. Mason. Sec.. Treas. 
This School Section has a very nice plot and in good condi- 


tion but unplanted, if planted in the Spring of 1938, we 
recommend payment of the Fifty Dollars grant. . . 


S. S. No. 8—Townsend—North of Waterford, no land 
purchased and no trees planted therefore no grant allowed. 


S. S. No. 11—Walsh—In Charlotteville Township, Wal- 
ter R. Swick Sec. Treas. This plot is in fair condition and 
will be a beauty spot in Norfolk and recommend the payment 
of the grant. 


S. S. No. 15—Township of "“Charlottevitle: ase Mae

The 
land for this plot has been purchased but not cleared or 
planted, thereforé we recommend that the grant is not paid 
until the plot is planted and inspected. 


We visited Reforestation Plot No. 10, namely The Paynes 
Property, Con. 1, _ consisting of 112 acres, this plot is in very 
good condition. , 


The Paynes Plot No. 11, consisting of 50 acres is a ser- 
ious proposition at present and we do not consider any work 
should be done on this property at the oe Sertitwe tine. 


The 100 acres at Morden’s School No. 9 is in excellent 
condition, 30 acres trimmed and spot planted with hard wood 
and looks splendid. : 

No. 8 in South Walsingham—Simes Property—The old 
fence rows in this acho should be cleared out and the 
guy planted. 


~ No. 7—Con. 14, North Walsingtiani_100 acre plot. We 
recommend the exchange of 10 acres of this plot for 27 acres 
which is replanted and in good condition outside of estimated

Committee recommends that the field on the west side of 
the lane be planted with trees suitable for that section. 


. ‘Sipes. Property—No. 5—Charlotteville, North of Pine 
Grove church on Quarter Town Line consisting of 100 acres 
is in good.condition and looking fine. 
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Plot No. 3—10 acres facing 9th Con. We recommend 
that the old oak and cherry trees to be removed and cut in 
wood and sold or disposed of in the most satisfastory and 
profitable manner advisable. 


Plot No. 2—Shellburg Property—Con. 9—Charlotteville, 
West of Simcoe, this Plot has been cleaned up and replanted 
and in fine condition and requires no work at present. 


No. 1—Bonny Heath—Townsend, East’ of Bloomsburg, 
We recommend cutting the tree tops into wood and old woods 
finished trimming. 


We, your Committee recommend the tender of Mr. Bur- 
ley Smith, R.R. No. 1, Simcoe, that $1.50 per cord for wood 
advertised on Shellburg Property be accepted and Mr. H. W. 
Smith to be instructed to measure same. 


There is a great amount of tree trimming and this should 
be attended to on the different Reforestation Plots and a vast 
amount of work should be done for the benefit of the re- 
forestation which will require a great deal of expense, and on 
that acount we deem it prudent not to purchase any more 
land outside of any small plot or acreage that might be offer- 
ed at a reasonable price and in locations that would be of 
advantage as an advertising medium to Norfolk County. 


The new Davis Property at Pine Grove, Plot No. 4, con- 
sisting of 200 acres should be prepared for replanting where 
the fire runover and some of the natural woods which con- 
sists of about 125 acres should have some consideration. 


The Reforestation Committee of 1936 did some tree 
trimming to ascertain the cost per acre and the proper time 
to trim trees and to find the best as well as least expensive 
manner of having this work completed and we have come 
to the conclusion that the proper time to have trees trimmed 
is during the months of December, January and February 
with least damage to the trees. The committee tried different 
schemes and found that White, Red and Scotch pine with a 
growth of 15 to 17 years, trimmed to a height of 8 feet cut- 
ting on an average of 26 limbs to the tree cost per tree trim- 
ming and burning brush, 24 cents per tree or $25.00 per acre. 
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Planted about 1000 trees to the acre, Jack Pine to be trimmed 
8 feet high will average 50 limbs per tree but will cost no 
more per tree on account of the size of the limbs to offset 
the trimming, there is far more croched trees which: reduce 
their value as a lumber proposition which should be cut out 
and new trees planted in their place. Your Committee 
recommend planting mixed varieties of Pine and hardwoods 
which would wonderfully help to fertilize the growing trees 
and reduce the fire hazards. 


We do not see very much need of unplanted strips 
through the Plots, if the trees are trimmed the only fire haz- 
ards are top fires which start from bottom fires when a 
strong wind is blowing and to plow through fire strips and 
keep these in proper shape costs entirely too much and we 
consider that money is more profitably spent in trimming.

Report of the Children’s Aid Society 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Committee on the Children’s Aid 
Society, beg leave to report as follows: 


From January to the end of November, 1937, no new per- 
manent wards were made by the Children’s Aid Society. 
Four temporary wardships were created and in some of these 
cases we expect them to be discharged at an early date. 
Seven wardships were extended for further periods and six 
of these were tnade wards of the Society. These six belong 
to one family and the family situation was so desperate he- 
cause of an extremely poor mental condition that there was 
no option left but to make these children permanent wards. 
In the case of this family all six children are being boarded 
in an institution and the County is billed direct at the cost 
of fifty-five cents per day instead of the seventy-five cents 
which the Children’s Aid Society could legally charge. By 
this arrangement, therefore, you will note that the Children’s 
Aid Society is saving the County of Norfolk $1.20 a day, a 
total of $436.00 for the year. 


There were nine families with a total of twenty-seven 
children where wardship proceedings would have been abso- 
lutely necessary had it not been for a vast amount of work 
done by the Children’s Aid Society. It would be safe to say 
that if policies that were formerly indulged in had been fol- 
lowed these twenty-seven children would have become 
chargeable to Norfolk County. These twenty-seven children, 
if made wards, would have cost $20.25 per day, or a total of 
$7391.25 for a year. It is true, of course, that some of these 
children might have been placed in free homes or adopted, 
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but the major part of these same children would have re- 
mained as a burden for the County of Norfolk. 


The actual cost of the care of our wards has remained 
high but that is because of the large wardship that was al- 
ready in existence. These children are growing older, and 
if the present policy can be maintained and children only be 
made wards as a last resort, there is every reason to believe 
that over the next five-year period the cost to the County 
will be materially reduced. 


In addition to these families already mentioned, there 
were thirteen cases of unmarried mothers where work was 
done by the Superintendent and his staff which led to their 

being cared for either by their mothers or by relatives or bv 
adoption. The value of this work to the County of Norfolk 
cannot be established in round figures but undoubtedly many 
of these children might also easily have become wards of the 
Society and the social work done in their cases has probably 

prevented further falls from virtue on the part of the mothers. 


a Nine legal adoptions have been completed and we have 
about eleven more children in homes for adoption waiting 
the completion of the necessary two-year period in order to 
complete them. The work of finding homes for adoption and 
supervising them is one of the really bright spots in the work 
of the Children’s Aid Society, but in order to do it properly, 
one which entails considerable effort.. Many of these chil- 
dren are placed in homes of the very highest standard, and 
to insure a decent and happy future for so many of these chil- 
dren is something about which the County may be well proud. 


There are still more than one hundred children in either 
free homes or wage homes, all of whom are supervised by 
the Children’s Aid Society. The finding of satisfactory homes 
for so many children and supervising them in their homes 1s 
a task of some magnitude, but one which if properly dis- 
charged seriously lightens the burden of the County. It is 
to be remembered that in all these cases, if proper homes 
were not so found, it would be necessary to board them and 
the cost again would come back upon the County. 


The health of the children in the Children’s Aid Society’s 
care has remained splendid during the year. All of them es- 
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caped the poliomyelitis epidemic and there was quite a re- 
duction in the instances of other contagious diseases among 
them. Some minor operations were necessary. Adequate 
and suitable clothing has been fully provided and there has 
been a notable increase in both the quality and quantity of 
medical and dental aid given to the children under suver- 
vision. 


Much of the improvement in the Children’s Aid Society 
work has been only possible by the increased co-operation 
of other Societies, particularly that of Township officials who 
have often helped the families in distress and thus prevented 
action which would have led to wardships. 


An analysis of every ward made of whom we have a 
record shows that they came from the various Townships 
in fairly equally proportioned numbers and at the present mo- 
ment the wards under our care are distributed quite freely 
over the entire County.

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Report of County Road Superintendent 


— 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—I hereby beg leave to submit to your honor- 
able body, the twenty-first annual report on the Norfolk 
County Road System. It might be said that when the County 
Road System, like the youth of the country, attains its 
twenty-first birthday, it has reached its majority and there- 
fore it might be well if we looked back for a few years and 
recall some of the various activities with regard to the County 
Road System. 


On August 3rd, 1917, the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil assented to a by-law of the Norfolk County Council desig- 
nating a County Road System in the said County. Since that 
time, many changes have taken place, the County Council in 
1917 adopted a System comprising 240 miles. In 1920, the 
Government assumed the road passing through the County 
| now known as King’s Highway No. 3, later certain other 
roads were adopted as County Highways and in 1925 a revi- 
1 sion of all the County Road Systems was undertaken by the 
. Department of Public Highways and Norfolk County’s Sys- 
tem was reduced to 200 miles. Later Provincial County Road 
No. 20, from Brantford to Simcoe, and Provincial County 
Road No. 103 from Port Dover to Jarvis and County Road 
No. 22 from Tillsonburg to Port Burwell were assumed by 
the Department and a further mileage was assumed by the 
County as County Roads. 


In 1936, the Department assumed County Road No. 24 
from Simcoe to Port Dover and this year County Road No. 
5 leading from Delhi toward Otterville was taken over as 
part of the King’s Highway System. After these changes 
to the System, the County now has approximately 200 miles 
in the County Road System, which may be classed as follows:

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During the present year, the work has consisted mostly 
of a maintenance character; this was due chiefly to the losses 
caused by the floods and climatic conditions prevailing in the 
Spring of the year. 


All the work laid out in the estimates has been com- 
pleted with the exception of a short strip north of Forestville. 


In the construction work, the gravelling on Road No. I 
is completed. The grade that was constructed. in 1936 on 
Road No. 29 was given a surface of gravel. On Road No. 9, 
a new grade has been constructed and gravelled south of 
Baker’s Schoolhouse to Forestville Station. Grading opera- 
tions are nearing completion at the widening of the curve 
at Forestville. 


Six corrugated pipe culverts were installed. 3000 feet 
of perforated pipe were laid for drainage purposes. The 
total expenditure for construction was $13,584.10. 


In addition to the general maintenance work, 17 miles 
of gravel roads were resurfaced; 47 miles of hard surfaced 
roads were retreated; 15.45 miles of road were double surface 
treated, and 6.45 miles of gravel mulch were completed. The 
average cost for retreatment was $543 per mile or 5.11 cents 
per square yard; the average cost for double surface treat- 
ment was $1,378 per mile or 10.27 cents per square yard, and 
the average cost of gravel mulch was $2,115 per mile or 17.99 
cents per square yard.
